WHEELING, W. Va., April 10.—A few 


minutes past 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing an accident occurred which threw 
the city into the greatest excitement. 
The five-story buildings, 1220 and 1222 
Main street, occupied by the T. Hutch- 
ison & Co. wholesale hardware 
and 


saddlery dealers, and W. H. Chapman 
& Sons, wholesale painters' and build- 
ers' supplies, collapsed with a deafen- 
ing report, burying ten men beueath 
the ruins. .To add to the horror of the 
situation, the debris took fire from a 
natural gas leak, and a dense cloud of 
smoke arising, the efforts of the res- 
cuers were greatly ' impeded. The 
greatest damage to life was among 
the employes of Hutchison & Co., al 
of whom were at work. At 9 o'clock 
last night a list of the dead and miss 
ing was as follows:

William H. Chapman and Elmer E.

Sons; Frank Haller and Adam Blum, 
of Hutchisons, escaped comparatively 
uninjured. . 


The. Hutchison building stands on 


the corner of. .Alley..Q and Wain,.streets.. 
tho Chapman building J£ adibinlngv 
At the hour mentioned the elhployes 
in Hutchison's heard an ominous crack- 
ing, and without a moment's warning, 
or giving the unfortunate men time to 
make an effort to escape, the alley 
wall fell down with a terrific crash, 
carrying with it the entire structures 
of both buildings. 
Only the rear walls 


remained standing. 


Frank Haller, Adam Blum and T. T. 


Hutchison were iu the rear office and 
were saved by the aid of two men who 
pried off the -bars of* a back window, 
and rescued the men just before a fall 
of bricks buried the room. 


The ineii in the Chapman building 


fared somewhat better. Clifton, one 
of the workmen, noticed the plastering 
and the wall separating them from 
Hutchison's crumbling, and falling 
down. He immediately gave an alarm 
and not a minute too soon, for before 
the men had reached the doors brick 
and mortar were falling on them in 
showers. All got out in time, how- 
ever. 


A general alarm brought the fire de- 


partment promptly to the scene, and 
the work ot rescuing was commenced. 
Blinded and suffocated by the dense 
smoke, tlie firemen worked 
like 


Trojans, and in about two hours the 
first victim wa» rescued. It was M. J. 
Ford, who was comparatively unin- 
jured, while he was lying directly 
across Benjamin Pritchard. Pritehard 
was cold in death, and a medical exam- 
ination showed that he had been 
killed by being crushed about the 
chest. 


No more bodies were found until 6:SO 


last evening, when Father Parke's 
body was taken out oE the debris so 
horribly crushed as to be scarcely rec- 
ognizable. 


In the meantime the fire had gained 


so that the firemen had to give their 
attention to subduing it. After two 
hours' work they got the flames under 
control, but it was morning before the 
blaze was completely extinguished. 
Both buildings, together with the 
stocks, are a total loss. 


A more complete wiping out of what 


was once handsome structures could 
not be imagined. When the first wall 
fell H broke off clear down to the foun- 
dation, and not one stone was left upon 
another. 


The Chapman building was new, and 


in fact not yet completed, so the loss 
will fall on the constructors. 
A 


building acron the street was struck 
by the falling wall and a big hole 
knocked in the side. The next build- 
ing to it was also badly strained and 
fears arc entertained for its safety. 
Altogether the lost will amount to 
over $200,000. The insurance cannot 
yet.be ascertained.

The Ela Meeting. 


Last night John W. Ela, of Chicago, 


spoke at; the opera house in the interest 
of the Municipal third party. 
His 


speech was principally about civil ser- 
vice. He failed to even refer to the sup- 
pression of public gambling, which is 
the battle cry of the third party in the 
city. It is evident he was not familiar 
with his job. He probably failed to 
meet the political tramp, who could have 
given him the situation. Mr. Ela was 
advertised yesterday as the author of 
the civil service law recently passed by 
the legislature, and.touehing that matter 
the editor of the REPUBLICAN some time 
ago received a letter from an eminent 
Chicago gentleman dated at Spring- 
field, where the gentleman was at work 
to secure the passage of the bill, from 
which we make the following extract: 


Mr. Ela'e advice at the very last mo- 


ment here in Springfield, would have 
killed our Chicago civil service bill. He 
wanted it amended in the senate, when 
we had only three days to pass it by two 
readings. Then an amendment would 
have infallibly killed it. This he did on 
consultation with Gov. Altgeld. 
We 


overruled him in the Chicago committee 
who came here with Mr. Lyuian J. Gage 
to secure the passage of the bill. 


Mr. Ela's zeal, according to the above, 


was cot tempered with that knowledge 
which is so essential to success, and this 
weakness in that direction, robs him of 
theglory of paternity. 
But he is no 


worse off than our 
Municipal club 


loaders here are. One of the three 
paragraphs in the Municipal platform, 
pledges them to the "highest principles 
of civil service," and yet theyj have 
allowed the time to paes by to submit 
these principles for adoption to the voters 
of Decatur at the coming election, and 
right on the heels of this unpardonable 
oversight, Mr. Ela spoke for 40 minutes 
to enthuse the faithful on civil service. 


There is another condition which the 


meeting portrayed that will be of inter- 
est. Mr. Ela, as he told his audience, is 
a free trade Democrat. He did what he 
could to elect Grover Cleveland, John P. 
Hopkins and John P. Altgeld. John P. 
Altgeld when he became governor in- 
stituted a system of cheap convict labor 
in th9 penitentiaries of the state that is 
cruel and ruinous to the cigarmakers, 
the harness-makers and ather classes of 
trades. Mr. Ela as a free trader has no 
interest in labor and is for anything in 
the shape of a diversion, such as organ- 
izing third parties, because he thinks it 
will injure the Republican party that is 
in favor of protection and good wages. 
But the singular part of the business is 
that while Mr. Ela, the friend of John 
P. Altgeld, was speaking in the Opera 
House in the interest of a third party in 
Decatur W. H. Starr, who is engaged ex- 
tensively in the harness business, and 
who is the president of the Municipal 
club, was in consultation with a few 
state senators at the St. Nicholas hotel 
trying to devise some legislation to 
defeat the convict labor sytem forced 
upon 
labor by the Governor, whom 


Mr. Ela helped to elect and with whom 
he still consults. 


Third parties are responsible for the 


conditions under which labor is now 
suffering. They are responsible for the 
present convict labor system from which 
Mr. Starr now seeks relief, and if the 
country wants to recover from these 
conditions it is mighty bad politics to be 
following such reformers as Mr. Ela who 
are trying to build them up for the ben- 
efit of free trade. Remember "an ounce 
of preventive is worth a pound of cure," 
and it is much cheaper.

The organ of the Municipal third 


party last Saturday gare its readers a 
very long and interesting letter in the 
shape of a guide to gambling. It was 
especially interesting to our boys. The 
organ promised to continue the subject, 
but so far has not done so. Reformers 
are anxious to have it continued before 
election, as' there is great danger after 
the election passes that its publication 
may ba overlooked. Unless the matter 
is continued in the S.-D., according to 
promise, we suggest that the political 
tramp publish it in cheap pamphlet 
form under the title of "Every Boy His 
Own Gambler," or what a political tramp 
knows about the game.

Senator Gorman's friends played one 


of their highest trumps when they 
started that demand for a southern man 
at the head of the nest Democratic na- 
tional ticket. Needless to say, it was 
played against Mr. Cleveland, and so 
cleverly was it played that it caught the 
immediate «ndorsement of Senator Hill 
who apparently forgot in his anxiety to 
thwart Mr. Cleveland's hopes that he 
was practically committing himself to 
the Gorman boom. 
The manner in 


which this demand was first made public 
was calculated to blind a great many 
ordinarily shrewd people to the fact 
that Senator Gorman was pulling the 
wires. It was on the editorial page of 
the Washington Post, an alleged inde- 
pendent paper, that the demand firsl 
saw the light, in all the conspicuousness 
of double-leaded type. Now, it is a fact 
well known to those who keep posted on 
such things, that the independence ol 
the Washington Pos* has Ween upon 
more than one occasion made a commor 
cial commodity to be exchanged for cash 
or personal affairs. That being the case 
it did not require a Pinkerton to con 
nect that demand with recent confer 
ences in Washington 
of prominent 


Democrats who are opposed to any fur 
ther party favors being granted to Mr 
Cleveland, although few of them are 
actually committed to Senator Gorman'i 
candidacy. The making of the connec

While the demand is calculated— 
in fact, was intended—to tickle the am 
bitions of a score of southern Demo 
crats, should it grow into a power grea 
enongh to control the next Democrati 
nominating convention, there is onl 
one man who is big enough and smar 
enough, to take advantage of it, and hi 
name is Gorman. There may be able 
southern Democrats than Mr. Gorman 
but if there are they have successf ull 
hid their ability, while Mr. Gorman ha 
forced the Democratic Senate to retai 
him as leader against the wishes of 
Democratic President. 


Mr. Cleveland recognizes this deman 


for a southern man as a very shrew 
move, and he knows the source fro 
which it emanates. He is afraid of M 
Gorman, not having forgotten the hu 
miliating defeat he suffered at h 
hands during the late Congress, but 
proposes to fight, not only for himse 
but to prevent the nomination of M 
Gorman. These contests for the empty 
honor of the Democratic nomination 
are decidedly amusing to Republicans, 
who regard the election of a Democratic 
President in 1896 as an impossibility. 
But they are interesting all the same. 


The exceptions to the income tax

THE BUILDIHG BOOM. 


Only a Few of the Many Beai- 


dences and Buildings to be 


Erected This Tear. 


At this time none are any busier than 


the architects and draughtsmen, a fact 
in itself conclusive evidence that the 
building season of 1895 will be a lively 
one in that line*. Among the prominent 
residences to be built this season are 
those of John A. Dawson and L. C. 
Shellabarger, the former on Prairie 
avenue and the latter on West William 
street.

The Late Rev. E. D. WUkin. 


Lntcour, ILL., April a— The Key. 3B. 


D. Wilkio, pastor of the M. E. church, 
died suddenly this evening of heart die- 
ease. He was chaplain of the 21st Illi 
nois, Grant's old regiment, and was a 
brother of Judge Wilkin of the state 
supreme court. He was a lecturer of 
considerable note and leaves his widow 
in good circumstances. He was 72 years 
old. 


Commenting on the sudden death of 


the late Rev. E. D. Wilkin, which oc- 
cured at Lincoln Monday night the News 
says: 


Rev. Wilkin was well known in mili- 


tary circles in the State, having been 
chaplain of the Fourth Regiment, I. N. 
G., since May 23, 1892, and he was the 
warm friend of every member of our own 
Company G, to whom he he had shown 
many kindness. He was one of the fast 
disappearing army chaplains, being at- 
tached to the Twenty-first Volunteer 
Infantry, in which Grant was a captain, 
and from which he rose to fame. He 
enlisted October 12, 1861, and his service 
continued till July 9, 1864, and during 
that time he carried the message to 
dying soldiers on many fields of battle, 
where he was made to take the place of 
father, mother, sister and brother.

service of his King and he has received

The roof will 
be supported by colonial pillars, and the 
upper half of each window will be of 
ornamental glass. The design will be 
strictly in accordance with the colonial 
style of architecture, and the effect of 
the whole will be not only odd, but very 
pretty. The reception hall will be 15x20 
feet, and at the end opposite the door 
there will be an old-fashioned wood 
fireplace.

In the rear 
of the reception hall will be the dining 
room, 13x18, and back of that the pantry 
and china closets, while the kitchen, 
13x15, will be in the rear. The lavatory 
will be on the first floor and will be wain- 
scotted three feet high with pannelled 
oak.

On the second story 
in the front there will be a balcony 
4x11. 


Mr. Stine is also drawing plans for the 


remodeling of the M. Stutzenberger res- 
idence on North Church street. Four 
rooms will be added to the second story 
and two the first, and when completed 
the structure will be a handsome one 
and modern in every particular.

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Wabash Won the Cose. 


ST. Louis., Mo., April 8.—A new point 


in railway law has been fixed by the 
supreme court of Missouri. A few years 
ago a collision took place at Jackson- 
ville, 111., when a Wabash coal train ran 
into an Alton sleeping car. A large 
number of suits were instituted against 
the Wabash. J. B. Clark, of Boston, 
and his attorneys, looked at the matter 
differently. They sued the Alton for ob- 
structing the Wabash track and thus 
causing the accident A jury in Judge 
Valliant's court sustained this view and 
gave judgment for 87,500. The case was 
appealed and the supreme court has 
just confirmed the decision. The claim 
o* the Alton was that the Wabash vio- 
lated the law in not stopping at the 
crossing, but the court held that the 
Alton was negligent in depending upon 
the Wabash to stop.

IHCOIE TAX GOSSIP. 


Bow the Ruling of the Supreme 


Oonrt is Viewed by Lawyers. 


TOR 01 THE Til TO BE GOUT ISO ED. 


The Law Not Binding Against sn Ad- 


vene Decision of a District Court 


—The Source ol Leaks Not 


to be Investigated. 


WABHSSQTOK, April 10.—The seope 


sad effect of the decision of the su- 
preme conrt in the income tax cases, 
so far as they relate to the collection 
of the tax upon incomes other than 
those derived from rents and interest 
on state and municipal bonds are the 
enbject of general discussion. A wide 
diversity of opinion exists upon this 
point and the various expressions tend 
to confuse the average mind. Attor- 
ney-General Olney, for instance, is 
quoted as saying: 


"So far as the lower courts are con- 


cerned, the decision of the supreme 
court is as binding as if the whole 
court had been unanimous in its fa- 
vor. I cannot believe that any judge 
•would grant an injunction to prevent 
a collector from collecting tbe taxes 
an incomes derived from other sources 
than rents or state and municipal 
bonds in the face of the supremo court's 
action. The only way I can see by 
which persons who object to paying the 
tax can secure judicial action is by 
their paying the tax under protest and 
entering suit for its recovery." 


Hut there are other lawyers equally 


familiar with the practical effect of 
the decisions of the supreme court, 
who say that the action of the court 
lunds no judge in respect of the points 
as to which the court is evenly di- 
vided—not oven the circuit court for 
the southern district of New York, in 
which the case originated. 


"Should a circuit judge hold that 


the law was unconstitutional," said an 
attorney this afternoon, who has had a 
large practice in the supreme court 
"and issue an injunction against the 
collection of the tax, which, however, 
is rather Improbable in view of the 
general practice of courts, that would 
•tand as the law for that circuit, be- 
cause it could not be overturned by a 
divided court. Until there is a full 
bench,however, there does not appear to 
be much probability of relief from the 
operations of the law against incomes 
other than those derived from lands 
and 
municipal and state bonds. 


Even 
should 
a court 
render a 


judgment in favor of a man for the 
amount of tax he had paid under pro 
test, there is no provision in the law 
for a refunding in such a case, and the 
litigant would have to wait for con- 
gress to appropriate the money before 
he could get it back, unless the official 
to whom it was paid or his bondsmen 
should voluntarily recoup the payer. 
All the same, however, I look upon 
the decision of the court as only the 
beginning of litigation respecting the 
law, and believe there will be much 
business for the lawyers." 


The impression so generally enter- 


tained, following the announcement 
of the opinion of the court in the Hyde 
and Pollock cases, that the case of 
John G. Moore for injunction against 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Miller 
to prevent him from carrying out the 
law in any particular, had also been 
decided was erroneous. That case is 
still before the court. 


Judge Wilson, one of Mr. Moore's at- 


torneys, said this afternnon that he 
would proceed at the earliest practica 
ble moment to pet a ease ready for the 
court when it shall have a full com- 
plement of justices on the bench. 


"We know," he said, "by the deci- 


sion Monday that upon the main ques- 
tion the conrt at present sitting is 
equally divided, so that nothing can be 
done until all the members are pres 
ent. It would be possible, I imagine, 
to get a case before the court before 
It adjourns for the term, but hardly 
probable, and certainly it would be 
useless. We have had no consultation 
yet, and I don't know what course we 
•hall pursue. I am arranging to get 
away for a week or ten days for rest, 
and until 1 return nothing will be 
done."" 


The many rumors concerning an in- 


vestigation by the court of the source 
of alleged "leaks" by which their de- 
cision in the income tax cases be- 
came known in advance of its an- 
nouncement from the bench, have no 
foundation. As was said this after- 
noon by a gentleman familiar with the 
situation: 


"What is there to investigate? The 


papers did not publish any part of the 
opinion of the court, but accounts of 
what occurred in the conference room 
when no one was present except the 
eight gentlemen 
constituting 
the 


court Why should there bo an inves- 
tigation?"

Death of the Great FrohlbltlonUt sad 


BncC«»ial JonrnnlUt. 


NEW YOKK, April 10.—W. Jennings1 


Demorest, the 
well-known prohibi- 


tionist,died early yesterday at his home. 
No. 21 East Fifty-seventh street, of 
pneumonia. 


Mr. Demorest was born in this city 


on June 10, 1822. Early in life he 
showed a decided leaning for the min- 
istry. He was compelled to abandon 
his cherished hopes, however, through 
lack of means, and was forced to go 
into business. He began his journalis- 
tic career in 1800 by publishing the 
Mirror of Fashion. His wife was of 
great assistance to him in this enter- 
prise. He sold the periodical at a 
large profit after a few years and 
started several others, all of which 
were successful financially. He then 
started Deraorest's Monthly. 


He attained great success as a pub- 


lisher and became an equal partner in 
the firm of J. J,. Little & Co. His bus- 
iness affairs became so vast and his in- 
terest in the prohibition cause so great, 
that ho turned the bulk of his busi- 
ness over to his sons, William C. and 
Henry C. Demorest. 
This enabled 


aim to devote the most of his time to 
the prohibition cause. He leaves a 
widow and four children. The latter 
are Vienna W., wife of Dr J. M. Gano, 
of this city; Henry C., William C. and 
EvlyO L , wife of Alexander Rea, of 
Philadelphia. Mr. Demorest was mar-1 
ried twice.

WHILE TESTIRG AH EMBALMING FLUID 


A Case Which Calls far a Rigid Inves- 


tigation snd Promises to Implicate 


Lover, Doctor and; Undertaker 


—Hastily Interred. 


DETBOIT, Mich., April 10.—The po- 


lice Monday afternoon found the body 
of a girl by the name of Myrtle Cook 
in the morgue of Undertaker Gibbs. 
The records of the health office show 
bhat the girl died two months ago in a 
lying-in hospital on Lincoln avenue. 
The undertaker cooly explained that 
tie was keeping the body simply to 
test the merits of a new embalming 
Quid. He said that the young man 
who had paid $10 to bury the body had 
said that he did not care if the body 
was used for experimental purposes.

The cause of death was given as

morning for examination. 
Dr. Sea- 


man, who disappeared yesterday morn- 
ing, voluntarily gave himself up to 
ihe police yesterday afternoon. He 
said that he had treated the girl 
at different times, and acknowledged 
that ho had taken the girl to the hos- 
pital. He declared that she had died 
{rom natural causes, however, and 
said that he did not know that the 
body had been kept for two months. 
He claims that he does not know 
where the girl came from. He was 
not held.

partments possess interesting exhibits 
of their own which reveal to the in- 
quiring public the nature and condition 
of the business with which they arc in 
dividtially connected 
The patent office 


posspLses a large and valuable museum 
consisting- of models of inventions, the 
fruits of the labor and ingenuity of 
mankind; the treasury department has 
a rogue's gallery containing pictures 
of professional counterfeiters who have 
been apprehended and brought to jus- 
tice, and an exhibit of the latest im- 
provements in life-saving apparatus; 
the navy department has its exhibition 
of models of vessels of our navy, unsur- 
passed for magnificence and attractive- 
ness; while in the war department can 
be seen an exhibit of the latest invent- 
ive development hi rifles and carbines 
used by the infantry of the army, and 
also manikins of infantry and cavalry 
men dressed in the official uniforms 
worn at various periods of our national 
existence. 


The post office department has re- 


cently established a museum which 
ranks among the finest in the city. 
1'ostmastcr General Wanamaker, under 
the Harrison administration, Srst con- 
ceived the idea of providing a perma- 
nent exhibit for the post office depart- 
ment. 
Nothing elaborate, however, 


was done towards establishin:* the mu- 
seum until after an exhibit had been 
sent to the world's fair at Chicago. 
Postmaster General Uissell, as soon as 
he became the head of the department, 
took an active interest in bringing 
about a consummation of the plans laid 
down by his predecessor. The work of 
arranging the exhibition was placed in 
the hands of two experienced employes 
of the department, and was completed 
ubont the middle of October, 1894, when 
the museum was opened to the public. 
The museum occupies a large room on 
the ground floor of the post office de- 
partment building; a room which was 
for many years used by our city post 
office. 


Of course, this museum is interesting1 


to the general public; but the visitors 
who seem to predominate are the stamp 
collectors, to whom the museum ap- 
pears to be a veritable Mecca. Inter- 
ested parties mny here find specimens 
of every kind of stamp used by the na- 
tions of the world. None of the stamps 
are in books, but are arranged in beau- 
tiful glass cases. The most conspicu- 
ous of all is the collection of United 
States stamps showing the issue from 
1S47 to 1803. They are placed in pan- 
els, each panel containing1 one series, 
and all of them arranged in an immense 
gilt frame fastened to the wall. A 
beautiful effect is produced by the 
artistic manner in which they are dis- 
played. 


A full set of the Columbian stamps 


issued in 1893 form a part of this col- 
lection, and on either side, inclosed by 
the blending colors of the different is- 
sues of stamps, are pictures of Post- 
masters General Wanamaker and Bis- 
sell, while at the lower edge of the 
frame is a portrait of ex-Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Hazen, who was 
for twenty years in charge of the issu- 
ance of postage stamps for the depart- 
ment. A fine display is also made of 
stamped envelopes issued from 1858 to 
1803, and there is a frame full of offi- 
cial envelopes of all issues during that 
period. Very many of these official 
envelopes are now used instead of the 
old department stamps. 


Perhaps the finest collection of for- 


eign stamps in the world is the one 
displayed in this museum, in cases on 
the east and west walls, elossified as to 
the different countries and many of 
them (grouped in artistic designs. It is 
a noticeable fact that the majority of 
them are on thinner and better paper 
than ours, and few of them are larger 
than our Columbian stamp. With the 
exception of the Great Britain exhibit, 
all the foreign stamps were contributed 
uncanecled so that the individual fea- 


first steamship to carry United States 
mail across the Atlantic. A striking1 
contrast is formed by the exhibition of 
these models of the first and last of the 
ocean mail steamers. There are several 
other models of mail ships, and among 
them is a fine specimen of the flat-bot- 
tom steamers which are used in the 
shallow waters of Florida. 


While a pleasing picture is formed by 


the exhibition of the models of the 
City of Paris and the Southerner, it 
might be said that another contrast is 
effected in the exhibition of a rough 
toboggan sled and a miniature railway 
ear, representing probably the slowest 
and fastest method of carrying our 
mail to-day. These toboggans are used 
in Michigan and other northern states 
to carry mail over the country when 
the land is covered with snow. 
The 


model is realistic in shape. 
The dogs, 


three rin number, are stuffed speci- 
mens, and saw actual service in Michi- 
gan, having been killed to be exhibited 
•with the toboggan at the world's fair. 
They are attended by an Indian wear- 
ing1' snowshoes and dressed in clothes 
of multifarious colors. The miniature 
railway postal car is one of the hand- 
somest models in the exhibition. It is 
complete in every detail and was built 
by the government at a cost of ?3,000. 
It is one-fifth of the size of the regula- 
tion postal car. 
The top of the model 


is removable to reveal the inside work- 
ings of this swift-moving post office. 
One portion is fitted up with cots and 
reserved as a sleeping apartment for 
the clerks, while the remainder is filled 
with desks, tables, shelves and pouches 
to receive the mail as it is distributed. 
Miniature electric light lamps are also 
shown in the model. 


To see the exhibit of locks which have 


been invented to protect mail pouches 
one would think it impossible for rob- 
bers to procure any booty from a railway 
mail car even after the train has been 
held up and an entrance effected. This

On the north wall is displayed a 


series of realistic pictures representing 
the hold-up of a California mail coach 
which aetaally occurred. 
The first 


picture depicts the masked bandits 
as they emerge from the bushes on the 
side of the road, and covering the pas- 
sengers with rifles demand the halt of 
the stage. Others in the series show 
the passengers in the power of the rob- 
bers, with their hands up and their 
pockets being rifled of their valuables. 
There are also a large number of 
frames containing portraits of promi- 
nent promoters of the domestic mail 
service, and veteran postmasters and 
clerks who have been identified with 
the post offices for many years in the 
several cities. These pictures are ar- 
ranged in groups according to the num- 
ber of years which the individuals have 
devoted to the postal service. There 
are pictures of ten veterans who have 
been faithful servants of the govern- 
ment for more than half a century and 
forty-six who have served for thirty- 
five years. All are frail-looking, with 
grey hair, and show that time and toil 
have relentlessly sapped their strength.

New Sntatltnte for Gold. 


The Journal de 1* Horlogerie claims 


that a new alloy which it describes is a 
remarkable substitute for gold. It is 
composed of 94 parts of copper to 0 of 
antimony. The copper is melted and 
the antimony is then added. After the 
two metals have been perfectly fused 
together, a little magnesium and car- 
bonate of lime is added to increase the 
density of the material.

A Caioago Democrat and Free 


Trader on Civic Keform. 


John W. Ela, of Chicago, who boasts 


of the fact that he is a free trader of the 
rankest type, filled his special engage- 
ment at the Grand, when he spoke 
chiefly on his hobby, civil servic reform, 
and advocated non-partisanship in the 
management of city affairs. He dwelt 
largely on tho alleged beauties of civil 
service rule, and predicted that the 
system would work only good for the 
people. Then he said public servants 
would be selected for what they could 
do and not for what they had done 
in the party ranks. He {.believed that 


evils should be wiped out. Reform 


would accomplish the end sought. Mr. 
Ela said: "It is infinitely more impor- 
tant to you and to me that our city, 
where all our best and most important 
interests in life are centered, should be 
properly governed than that the man 
who sits in the president's chair should 
be a Democrat or a Republican. I am a 
Democrat of Democrats and so much of 
a tariff reformer that I would like to see 
free trade — 1 am an awful free trader." 
In closing Mr. Ela gave his hearers the 
benefit of complimentary references to 
Decatur's public spirit and evidences of 
enterprise and development.

was introduced by W. L. Shellabarger.

And my interest has not 


been more active for the sufficient rea- 
sons that I have no time, with the tre- 
mendous burden of church work I am 
compelled to bear. And third, I have 
not the ability, because the intelligent 
management of auch a movement re- 
quires a far greater knowledge of local 
matters than a Methodist gypsy can 
hope to have. So, therefore, I am not 
one of the directing spirits of this club, 
but simply a believer in the great pur- 
pose of the organization and conscien- 
tious in tho belief that their methods 
were well calculated to achieve that pur- 
pose.

would be filled at the old prices 
after April 17. Members of tho commit 
tee say that this will only cover the in 
crease in the cost of manufacturing. I1 


was stated last night that the advance 
of shoe leather would amount to 25 pei 
cent, for sole leather and 75 per cent, for 
uppers.
